ONE GRAND — One grand pelargonium. Compact bushy plant, Very large flowers, A 
beautiful pastel effect of light salmon pink with salmon-brown markings $1.00 

ZULA WARRIOR - Flowers almost identical to Zula King but the plant is extremely husky 
compact and self branching. 75¢ 

BABY DOLL - Dwarf plant in height, under 12", Large flowers, white with few pale 
lavender markings. 75¢ 

GAY BLADE - Cherry red with dark brown to black stripes all petals, 75¢ 

TOP SECRET - Very heavy compact umbels of almost all white flowers.

APRIL - White with markings on upper petals. Large clusters of flowers, A compact 
grower. 50¢ 

ALL-MY-LOVE - (55) A really new color combination. Upper petals raspberry red with 
white ruffled margin. Lower petals white with plum markings which are more 
pronounced in cool weather. Good medium compact bushy. Our most popular 
variety last year. 85¢ 

ALICE LOUISE - (55) Striking salmon and pink combination with white throat, Very bushy, 
medium low plant. Continuous bloomer. 50¢ 

ALOHA = (54) Upper petals rose-pink, lower petals lighter pink, salmon undertone, 
Extremely strong bushy, low spreading plant. An excellent variety. 50¢ 

AMIGO - (53) Dark red, large flowers. Compact bushy plant 18 to 24" high. 50¢ 

BIMBO — (54) Rose-red to pink. Very low plant with large flowers. 40¢ 

BLACK LACE - (53) Opens showing bright orange stamens against petals darkest red—black, 
coal black veins throughout, ruffled, low often not over 12 inches high. 75¢ 

BROWN'S BUTTERFLY - Dark red—black with band of silver across petals near outer edge, 
Compact bushy. 75¢ 

BUCANEER - (54) Dark blood-red, all petals almost no markings. Large open flowers, 
Plant strong, bushy, medium tall. 40¢ 
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CHRISTI - White background. Upper petals large red blotches, flushed raspberry-—Lower 
petals small red blotches. Entire flower veined in red. Large flowers. 
Tall. 40¢ 

DELILAH - Lower petals orchid-pink, with rose spot, top petals deep velvety red-brown, 
dark veining, salmon flush on light border. Very large flowers. 75¢ 

EASTER BONNET - (54) Pale pink, rich rose markings on upper petals. Very ruffled. A 
very large flower and very large umbels of flowers. Tops in any garden, 
Strong branched, medium tall but bushy. 75¢ 

EL ENCANTO - Soft salmon-pink, near white at center some crimson veining at base of top 
petals, Good grower, good sized umbels, medium large flowers. Specially 
noted for its long blooming season. 75¢ 

EVENING SUN =~ (54) Salmon rose, very bright large flowers, Strong tall. 40¢ 

FANCY FREE - (55) Red upper petals, white lower petals, a large flower on a low grow- 
ing plant, makes ideal pot plant. 65¢ 

FIREDANCER - Rich cardinal, ruffled floret with chocolate blotches and rich dark red 
sheen overlaying the base color, Plant is upright compact and a profuse 
bloomer. 50¢ 

FLOWER BASKET - (54) A basket pelargonium. Bright rose~pink,upper petals deep rose. 
Low trailing. A continuous bloomer with medium sized flowers. 40O¢ 

GRAND SLAM - Large wavy~petaled rosy-red with slight salmon sheen. Upper petals 
blotched strawberry black with touch of white near throat. Very compact, 
free flowering plant. 50¢ 

HAWAII - (53) Pink tinged salmon with dark red blotches on upper petals. Edges 
ruffled, Medium tall but bushy grower. 50¢ 

HEARTBEAT - Rosy red with white throat and narrow white border. Ruffled flowers, 
Very striking.

LIL! ABNER - (55) Largest flowers of all, 4 to 5" across. Rose and pink, upper petals 
red-brown. Most prolific bloomer we have ever seen, To maintain good plant 
requires that some flowers be picked. 85¢ 

LINDOMAR - (54) Old rose color with faded rose effect, very pretty. Large flowers, 
medium plant. 65¢

PINK FROCK - (55) Rich pink with rose blotches on upper petals, white center. 
Ruffled, Most prolific bloomer, Very compact, medium low. 50¢ 

PIRATE - (54) Very deep black-red. Plant medium height but strong and bushy. 40¢ 

PURPLE ROBE - (54) Rich purple. Showy, compact bushy, medium large flowers. 
The best purple we've seen. 65¢

REDBIRD - (54) Brightest red, ruffled flowers. Very showy and pretty. 
Midseason bloomer, 40¢ 

RED CHIFFON - Clear carmine-red with open ruffled flowers and low plant. 65¢ 

REDWING - (54) Magenta-red flowers. Waved petals, Very bushy compact plant. 
Plantwise, one of the best pelargoniums we have ever seen. 50¢ 

ROGUE - Bright dark red. Medium high, bushy grower, Large flowers. 75¢ 

SANTA BARBARA = (55) Beautiful low, bushy self-branching plant. Flowers have 
all petals same shade of rusty red with black markings throughout. 40¢ 

SPITFIRE - (55) A very bright red with large black markings on all petals. A 
brilliant mixture of red, black and salmon. 65¢ 

STATURESQUE - (54) White, upperpetals marked red. Very large flowers. Husky 
open spreading plant. 50¢ 

SUNGLOW - (54) Upper petals salmon with large brown blotches. Lower petals 
flaming orange. 40¢ 

SUZANNA - (54) Varigated red petals with slight sliver overlay. Very ruffled and 
frilled. Low but sprawling plant. Will make a good basket. 40O¢ 

SYNCOPATION - (55) All petals nearly same shade of lavender marked with purple 
pin stripes. Medium tall plant. 40¢ 

TOPHAT - (54) Lower petals dark red. Upper petals very dark red-black and tend 
to stand up straight as a top hat. Large flowers, 65¢ 

VEL RAY = Very dark red, ruffled flowers, free bloomer. 65¢ 

WHITE SWAN - White ruffled large flowers with red markings on upper petals, A 
very good white. Bushy compact plant. 50¢

POWDERPUFF (56) Double, Basket type. Slow growing, extremely bushy. Green to 
white buds with touch of pink on medium long tube. Opens very wide with 
a great many rather short pale pink petals to resemble a lady's powder 
puff. Prolific bloomer, 


SNOWPUFF (56) Double. Basket or pot type. More bushy than Swingtime which it re- 
sembles in flower except sepals are a deeper red and the white petals 
are flushed with pink at the base. Prolific bloomer, 


JUNGLE NIGHT (55) Double. Basket type. Tends to grow rather upright in early Spring, 
due partly to its extremely thick bushy growth whereby the many stems tend 
to hold each other up. Bend and weight this new growth over for a week and 
the weight of the buds and flowers will bring the plant down for a good 
basket. Sepals red, petals very dark purple, flowers flared as in Mission 
Bells.
